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horace greeley, the printer. 

Men who havo won greatness by hard 
toil are usually less proud of their high 
place than of tho industry that earned 
it. No one ever thought more of his 
first honest trade and its tools than did 
Horace Greeley. Mr. B. P. Shillnber 
(author of "Mrs. Partington") under- 
stood this fact, and once took a happy 
advantage of it. Ho says, in a letter to 
the Hartford Post : 

" I was in New York during his best 
days, and in company with Charles G. 
Halpine (Miles O'Euilly) dropped into 
the printing oflice of tho Tribune. Mr. 
Dana, now of the Sun, was in tho outer 
office, and discouraged our disturbing 
Mr. Grooloy, who was very busy, ho 
said, and whom I could see in his little 
room (described by Mr. Congdon in his 
reminiscences), writing under a gas- 
burner, though it was noonday out 
doors. To interdict Halpino was to 
urge him to go ahead, and in ho wont, 
dragging me with him. Mr. Greeley 
turned upon us almost fiercely, and 
Halpine introduced me. His reception 
of mo was not cordial, but gentlemanly. 

" 'Sir,' said I, with a diplomatic tact 
which should havo given me a forcigu 
mission before now, ' I am about re- 
turning to Boston, and could not go un- 
til I had Bhakon hands with — not the 
statesman, not tho politician, not the 
philanthropist, but with Horace Groe- 
ley, tho printer.' 

"He laid down his pen, shook me 
warmly by tho hands, and, during the 
interview, which I made very short, he 
was urbanity itself. Tho friendship 
thus formed lasted through his life, and 
I never met him but ho had sonic allu- 
eion to tho profession of which he had 
been so long an ornament, and of which 
ho was so proud." 



WEB PRESSES. 

Loss than fifteen years ago, says tho 
Inter Ocean, tho web printing presses — 
— that is, the presses that print from au 
endless sheet of paper — were pronounced 
generally by newspaper publishers fail- 
urea. Now no daily newspaper of any 
extended circulation is printed except 
on these web presses, and without them 
it would bo impossible in tho limited 
apace of an ordinary press-room to turn 
out Buch an enormous quantity of print- 
ed papers as is now done. 

Tho presses that preceded tho web 
presses, which are at present in vogue, 
were the famous cylinder presses built 
by Hoo & Co., of New York, in which 
the speed of production was only in- 
creased by multiplying the number of 
cylinders to tho press. Those presses 
were, therefore, built with four, six- 
eight, and even ten cylinders. They 
were thus large and very cumbersome, 
taking up a grout deal of room and re- 
quiring an immense amount of help. 
An eight-cylinder press required to run 
it effectively about twelve hands, where- 
as a web press with three hands will ac- 
complish more than one of these huge 
monsters. It was a marked era when 
the newspapers of the country turned 
out the old-fashioned cylinder presses 
»ud put in the new web presses. 



UOW CARLYLE CRUSHED A PEDANT-

present, among others, Carlyle and the 
well-known editor of a review. Tho

DANGERS Of CANNED FRUITS. 

The exigencies of trade appear to be 
in continual couspiraCj against tho 
health of tho human family. Somo 
sharp mau once found out that it was 
economical in tho manufacture of tin 
plate to introduce into it a small quan- 
tity of lead, and now the cheaper grades 
of tin are all adulterated in this way. 
This discovery is fraught with mischief, 
for, when acid fruits como in contact 
with this mixture of tin and lead, they 
are liable to become contaminated aud 
produce lead poia '.dug in those who eat 
them. The canuiug of fruits in this 
country is now carried on to a much 
greater extent than ever, and cases are 
frequently brought before the public in 
the newspapers of injury done to fam- 
ilies or individuals by eating fruit which 
has been thus preserved. For those 
who preserve their own fruit or vegeta- 
bles, glass or earthenware vessels aro 
absolutely safe, aud much to be preferred 
to those made of metal. — Hretild of 
Health. 



How queerly some things are done 
in Europe ! The German postofiice has 
published a list of newspapers which 
can be ordered through its agency. It 
may be safely assumed that newspapers 
subscribed to through this official medi- 
um will be carefully bandied and in- 
sured of delivery at their destination, 
Pateiniil governments will, m time, take 
tho whole handling and disposition of all 
kinds of trade under their control. By- 
and-by people who live under them will 
look to them only for the right of living 
and dying.

Tlio case recently tried in tin: Police 
( lourt on the matter of careless driving 
seems to call for something more than 
a passing notice. People driving are 
very often oblivious to the fact that 
headlong speed even where the road is 
(piite clear is a reprehensible habit, and 
that it becomes absolutely dangerous 
to life and litnb when indulged in where 
tho thoroughfares are crowded with 
vehicles and pedestrians. A considera- 
tion that tends to confuse people and 
often leads to accidents is tho differ- 
ence in rules of the road in different 
countries. Old country people think 
it very odd that vehicles in meeting 
should take the off or right hand side 
of the road and pass on the near or left 
hand side. Americans and Canadians 
from the eastern provinces consider it 
equally queer to take the near side in 
meeting and the off side in passing. 
ITero the English custom is followed, 
while just across the line and in the 
eastern provinces tho American rule 
prevails. What in early days could 
have induced the American people to 
have gone contrary to English habit in 
t.liis matter is difficult to imagine, un- 
less that in those times they were de- 
termined to repudiate everything Brit- 
ish, even the rules of the road. The 
force of habit, therefore, among Brit- 
ish drivers on the one hand and Amer- 
icans, including Canadians, on the 
other, often leads to casualties and an- 
noyances on the roads of this province. 
1 1 seems there is neither a Dominion 
nor a local statute on this matter; but 
in Croat Britain there is a Highway 
Act in force which deals with the mat- 
ter under discussion, as well as many 
other questions witli reference to roads. 
A short act of this description, impos- 
ing pains and penalties for its infrac- 
tion, would bo of service in this pro- 
vince, and tho people would soon ac- 
quaint themselves with its provisions 
and govern themselves accordingly. 



Eastern Canada Moil. 

(Per steamer Isabel.) 

A movement is on foot in the East 
urn Provinces to present an address to 
the Governor-General on his return 
from England signed by all bearing 
the name of Campbell in Canada. It 
is expected that the number will run 
well up into the thousands. 

The Dominion Government has de- 
cided to bear expenses of tho appeal to 
the Privy Council involving the con- 
stitutionality of the Canada Temper- 
ance Act. 

Tho schooner Helen was lost during 
a storm in Notre Dame Bay, Nfld., and 
fifteen poople perished. Other serious 
casualties are reported. 

Halifax, Nov. 3. — Robert Bellone, 
of the International and Black I louse 
coal mines, Cape Breton, in an inter- 
view here stated that the output from 
Cape Breton mines this year would 
nniount in round figures to •! ~)0,000 
tons, 70,000 tons more than last sea- 
son, 

Some of the Methodist ministers who

EUROPE. 
London, Nov. 11, — A respite will be 
naked for Lefroy on the ground that 
his father and grandfather died insane 
and he was insane when he murdered 
Gold. 

Berlin, Nov. 11. — The OJictal Gar.- 
ette says: Emperor William is not well. 
Dyspepsia is his ailment. Because of 
indisposition and bad weather the em- 
peror gives up his proposed hunting 
trip till spring. The emperor took a 
drive Thtirsdav and then looked quite 
well. 

Ilc-uhl'* Madrid special says: There 
was an imposing sitting in congress to- 
day. The galleries were crowded with 
ladies and diplomatic i senators and de- 
puties filled the floors of the House. 
The whole cabinet was present to hear 
the chief of dynastic democrats, Senor 
Moret, who declared in the name of his 
friends, that they believed that the pre- 
sent monarchy and dynasty was com- 
patible with democracy and public lib- 
erties. He gave their unconditional 
support to the policy of Senor Sagasti, 
and severely attacked theconservatives. 
In the course of his speech he made an 
eloquent allusion to President Garfield 
and the American people, who had so 
thoroughly proved that in defense of 
principles of justice and morality a re- 
publican people could accept Queen 
Victoria's wreath of flowers laid on tho 
bier of a great and noble martyr to 
his duty. Loud cheers from every 
party of the house and galleries saluted 
these remarks. The speech caused much 
sensation on account of the blow dealt 
to republicanism already much divided. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 11. — An in- 
dictment against threo high police oili- 
cials who failed to discover the little 
Garden street mine charges that their 
negligence contributed to the death of 
tho czar. 

Gen. Milutau, minister of war, is 
appointed president of the Academy of 
Military Jurisprudence. 

The "government will shortly grant 
general amnesty to persons convicted 
of press otTeneos. 

Bf.RI.IN, Nov. 10. — In Bismarck's 
entourage and in court circles tho threat- 
ened resignation of Bismarck is not 
considered serious. It is believed an 
understanding between the government 
and somo party leaders in Reishstag 
will bo brought about. Surprise is ex- 
pressed at the sensation produced among 
foreign press by the 1'ost'a article rela- 
tive to Bismarck, which is regarded in 
Berlin as mere talk with inleiiL to de- 
ceive. 

Tunis, Nov. 10. — Two tribes in iho 
northern part of the regency have 
formerly submitted to the French 
chiefs. Another tribe is negotiating. 
French placards are posted in Tunis 
stating that the French chamber is re- 
resolved to maintain the treaty of the 
10th. 

Paris, Nov. 1!. — It is understood 
that (Jambetta Iocs not wish to form a 
cabinet hastily, but wants a homogen- 
ous and durable one. The question of 
retaining Fern is still undecided. 

New York, Nov. 12. — To-morrow's 
Tribune will have the following from 
London: Gambetta's acceptance of of- 
fice elicits a chorus of English approval 
mingled with the keen regrets of some 
of his best friends that he lias commit- 
ted himself to a declaration involving 
the permanent retention of Tunis and 
condoning buccaneering methods of ac- 
quisition. They remind him that the 
Bardo treaty which ho declares shall be 
implicitely executed was extorted at 
bayonets' points from the lawful ruler 
for whom France professed friendship. 
This, says the Spectator, shows that 
Gambctta by accepting the doctrine 
that French interests can override jus- 
tice deliberately prefers the prestige 
and consideration this givcH rise to. 
It says this causes grave apprehensions 
as to her future foreign policy. Other 
journals remark that Bismarck's defeat 
at the German elections encourages 
France to persevere in a policy which 
good sense and equity alike condemn. 
Clemenceau's powerful speech which 
was an audible exposure of the ini- 
quities of the Tunis expedition, had 
produced a great impression in England 
and people here hoped that Gambctta, 
regardless of the rivalry between him- 
self and Clemenceau, would take a sim- 
ilar line. Nevertheless general satis- 
faction is expressed that Gambctta who 
has been so long wielding the real 
power now accepts the responsibility. 
The English hopealso that his accession 
will improve the chances of a new com- 
mercial treaty. 

New York, Nov. 13. — The Herald's 
London special says: The announce- 
ment of a proposod increase of tho Am- 
ericaunavy is generally discussed. The 
Pall Mall Gazelle says: "The lesson in 
naval construction which Americans 
administered to us some 70 years ago 
may still serve to remind us of the ad 
visibility of carefully watching any 
change in organization or development 
of the United States navy. It is fully 
time that our contractors should realize 
the fact that tho strength of a navy is 
not in huge iron clads only, nor in craw- 
ling small craft, but in certain, perhaps 
a large proportion, of fast and powerful 
cruisers. 

No Guildhall banquet in recent years 
has passed off so tamely as Wcdnes 
day's. Speeches was wholly free from 
sensational interest and were listened 
to with scant politeness by tho audi- 
ence present and have produced little 



of any indications of Gladstone's future 
policy or of the duration of the present 
repression. The conservative Irish 
press admits that Gladstone is entitled 
to congratulate himself on the restor- 
ation of the authority of law. English 
tones of the more violent kind openly 
threaten to resist every measure for 
the suppression of obstruction in the 
house and privately assert that Sir 
Stafford Northcote lias already been 
held to pressure from the turbulent 
spirits of the party, who arc practically 
pledged to oppose ministerial proposals. 
The lord mayor himself, a tory, failed 
in an attempt to draw from Gladstono 
a statement as to to his plan with 
municipal jobbery and corruption, 
which the corporation, as now organ 
izeil, is determined to perpetuate. 
Granville's reference to Gladstone is 
understood to have been intended to 
dispose finally of the absurd but re- 
iterated rumors of his resignation. Am- 
erican topics occupied nearly half of 
Granville's speech, which displayed 
marked friendship throughout. 

Everybody agrees that the honors 
paid to the American llag and the po- 
pular applause with which it was 
greeted were the most striking fea- 
tures of the lord mayor's show. 

A relic of tho last Welsh parliament 
is to disappear next week in the demo 
lition of tho house at Dolgclly whero 
Gwaiu Plyndwr convened the mem- 
bers of the fifteenth century. An at 
tempt to preserve the building as a 
public museum failed for want of funds. 
The house will be pulled down to make 
room for an ironmonger's shop. 

Lefroy 's case having been decided 
by the judge and jury is now before the 
final bar of public opinion. A petition 
is being got up for his reprieve on the 
ground of insanity, both his father and 
grandfather having boing so afflicted. 
It is not improbable thai a reprieve 
may be granted. 

Princess Beatrice has given £2000 
out of the proceeds of her Christinas 
book to tho support of Belgrave hospi- 
tal for children. 

London, Nov. 12. — .Managers of the 
land commission, which has rendered 
decisions in all pending cases, havo 
granted in nearly every instance a re- 
duction of ten to twenty per cent, in 
vent.

"Young Ireland," is to lie married at 
the church of the Madeleine next week 
to his cousin .Miss Hall. 

Berlin, Nov. 1 2. — Tho Post says re- 
sults of the supplementary elections for 
members of reiclistag, up to the present, 
demonstrate moro and more that it 
will be impossible for tho government, 
even assisted by clericals, to pass the 
tobacco monopoly bill. 

The best German authority represents 
Bismarck as sincerely resolved on re- 
signation. The emperor resists, hop- 
ing for an arrangement, with Koine 
under which til tramontanes may sup- 
port Bismarck with tho German parlia- 
ment without asking for tho repeal of 
the anti Catholic laws, which Bismarck 
steadily refuses to propose. English 
Catholics say no movement could bo so 
favorable for negotiation with the 
pope considering that he can no longer 
depend on Austria. The same reason 
urged for something like a renewal of 
diplomatic relations between England 
and the Vatican. 

Tunis, Nov. 12.— A state banquet 
was given here at which King Hum- 
bert was present. The archbishop of 
Turin in tho course of his remarks, said 
he and his clergy daily offered prayers 
for tho King. 

Alexandria, Nov. 12. — A telegram 
dated Djiddah, Nov. (I, announces that 
cholera at Mecca had increased. The 
mortality on the 3d, dth, and 5th, was 
55; 215 and 614 respectively. 

Caravans comprising 5000 pilgrims, 
left for Mecea the sixth inst. It is 
feared the Egyptian troops stationed 
at Elwady, will he unwilling or unable 
to prevent them from entering the 
town.

New York, Nov. 13. — A World's 
London special says : A determined 
effort is being made by radicals to drive 
the Duke of Cambridge from his post 
as commander-in-chief. It is pretty 
well known that the duke is bitterly 
opposed to recent changes made by 
Childers in the army system and radi- 
cal journals insinuate he is doing his 
utmost to thwart them. Attacks have 
been going on in a covert way for some 
time past, but they are no longer mask- 
ed. Sir Garnet Wolseley, representa- 
tive of the new military school, will be 
appointed to the adjutant-generalship 
in the army in August. This iH intend- 
ed as n decisive blow at the duke's in- 
fluence, as practical control of the 
army will fall in Wolseley's hands, 
and he is not likoly to ex- 
ercise his powers with any regard for 
the duko's prejudices or opinions. The 
Pall Mall Gazette has opened a rakint! 
firo on the duke. 

Dublin, Nov. 13. —An armed band 
dragged a farmer named Gavin from 
his bed in Castle Island, county Kerry, 
and questioned him. Gavin acknow- 
ledged having paid his rent whereupon 
he was fired at five times and severely 
wounded. 

A partv of twenty miscreants attack- 
ed the house of u man named Curt in at 
Mount Maria, near Kilallavin. They 
beat Curt in, dragged his wife out of 
bed and compelled Curt in to swear to 
stop proceedings against a tenant tin 
der notice. 

London, Nov. 13. — Hogan, presid- 
ent of the branch land league, has been 
arrested. 

Six suspects have been removed from 
Limerick jail to Clonrael jail and the 
forco of constables guarding Limerick 

jail has been replaced by a military 
force. 

One or more regiments now return- 
ing from Natal will proceed to Ireland 
to relieve mariners. 

At a banquet to-night Earl Spencer, 
lord president of the council, said every 
Irish grievance will be redressed. We 
shall extend to the Irish all the privi- 
leges and liberty wo possess; but we are 
ready to shed our blood against a re 
peal of the union. 

O'Leary, member of the Fenian tri 
umvirate, has written a letter from 
Paris declaring that while he maintains 
his principles and is resolved to combat 
England ho deprecates the maligning of 
Englishmen. Gladstone, he says, has 
givon Ireland a land act such as nobody 
a few years ago could have hoped for, 
and Forster is very much better than 
most of the Irish secretaries. 

London, November 14. — The Pout

An accident led to 
tho seizure of a box containing fifty 
revolvers with documents and other 
clues, including, it is said, a list of lo- 
cal members and Fenian organizers 
throughout the country. The box 
containing arms was found in the cel- 
lar of an Irishman named John Tobin 
in Manningham a suburb of Bradford. 

Dublin, Nov. 14. — Ono of tho most 
remarkable scones ever witnessed in con- 
nection with the administration of law 
in this country, was presented at the 
office of the land commission Saturday, 
which was the. last day for receiving 
applications for reduction of rent for 
November. After this reduction will 
count from the next rent day in March. 
Over 1 2,000 application were made 
during the day and night. The court 
sat until midnight and applications 
came from all parts. One lawyer pre- 
sented 1200 from Ulster and another 
1000 from Galway, Tipperary and 
Cork; about 1000 came from Kerry 
and 200 from Donegal. In fact there 
is not a county in Ireland but sent ap- 
plications. There aro over 10,000 ap- 
plications before the commission. 
Batches of fresh cases come by almost 
every train, Curiously onough among 
tho latest arrivals about 11 o'clock was 
a pile from ParnoH's own county (Wick-
